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OUTLOOK 

A lot of Coffee County farm- 
ers are making plans for next 
year. I always like to give 
some of the outlook informat- 
ion as prepared by our people 
at Auburn. Here is the latest 
as prepared by our Farm Man- 
agement Specialist at Auburn. 

Peanuts: Prices received for 
peanuts in 1973 will most like 
ly follow those established this 
year, but if economic condit- 
ions change, a Slight increase 
can be expected. 

Fruits and Vegetables - As- 
suming normal crop volumes 
and sectional seasonal spreads 
in harvest and marketings, 1973 
prices of fruit and vegetables 
should continue to slightly in- 
crease, 

Beef Cattle - Cow Calf op- 
erators can look forward to 
favorable returns in 1973. Mod- 
erate profits appear likely for 
all segments of cattle industry 
with strong pressure uppn fin- 
ishing operation by prices paid 
for feeder cattle. 

Swine - Continued growth in 
demand for pork, feeder pig 
prices to remain above $22.00 
per hundredweight for first half 
of 1973 

Forestry - Outlook for for- 
est products looks real bright 
as consumption continues to 
grow Slight upward shift in 
prices expected for 1973. 
FORESTRY DEMONSTRATION 

A lot of folks don’t know 
it but timber prices have in- 
creased dramatically inthe past 
year. This is-particularly true 
of sawtimber. Whereas a year 
or so ago pine stumpage was 
bringing about $40 a thousand 
it is bringing $70 a thousand 
at the present time. I talked 
with Extension Forester Larkin 
Wade recently about publishing 
timber prices much the same 
as we do for hogs, beef cattle 
poultry, cotton and other com- 
moditiés 
Perhaps there is a chance that 
this can be done on a state- 
wide basis 

The Forestry Demonstration 
on Mrs. Shealy’s farm near 
Damascus worked out fine Fri- 
day. Approximately 75 people 
attended There were great 
interest in the land-clearing 
demonstration, the land 
seeding program and ather th- 
ings that Mrs. Shealy had done 
on her property. I hope that 
in the immediate years ahead 
Coffee County landowners can 
make their forest lands profit- 
able. This increase in the 
price of stumpage for sawtim- 
ber will certainly help get peo- 
ple interested in management 
practices

Considering Use 
Tax 


The Elba City Council is 
considering passing a city or- 
dinance imposing a use tax on 
items purchased out of Elba and 
brought into town for use. The 
sample ordinance presented to 
the council reads to include any 
purchase (TV, car, etc.) by indi- 
viduals but discussion with indi- 
vidual councilmen reveals that 
the intent of the ordinance is 
to remove the disadvantage out- 
of-town sellers have over local 
merchants in the sale of ma- 
terials consumed by local busi- 
ness and industry. 

The sample ordinance cur- 
rently being studied by the coun- 
cilmen calls for a 1% figure as 
a use tax, an amount equal to 
the current Elba sales tax.

Rossarrivedatthe scene 
shortly afterwards and thus 
began an investigation that in- 
volved law enforcement officers 
from city, county, state and 
others. Theofficers “pulled out 
all stops” in their efforts to 
make an arrest in the incident. 
Within a short time Sunday 
night both the Enterprise and 
New Brockton police had played 
parts in speeding up necessary 
police proceedures.

According to Ted A, Gam- 
ble, District Manager of the 
Dothan Social Security Office, 
there has been changes in the 
social security program that 
may be of particular import- 
ance to widows and widowers 
entitled to social security bene- 
fits 

Beginning January 1973 a 
widow (or dependent widower) 
who started getting a widows 
benefit at age 65 or later will 
get 100% of what her husband's 
benefit would have been (before 
the maximum was 82.5%); the 
required waiting period for a 
disabled widow or widower is 
reduced to 5 months instead of 
6 months required by present 
law; effective July 1973, Med- 
icare coverage will be extended 
to include disabled widows and 
widowers who have been en- 
titled to these benefits for 24 
consecutive calendar months. A 
benefit may be paid to a depen- 
dent widower if he has attained 
age €0 (rather than age 62) 
even though not under a disa- 
bility

Major Unsolved Probiem 


Continuing lack of jobs for 
millions of Americans who want 
to work is a problem which 
has plagued our Nation for the 
past three years, and one which 
must receive immediate pri- 
ority attention 

Although the economic news 
in recent months has been fav 
orable, with inflation slowed and 
other factors stabilized,there 
has not been a corresponding 
improvement in the unemploy- 
ment rate, which has been fluc- 
tuating between 5-1/2 and 6 
percent of the total work force. 
In plain numbers this means 
that there are almost 5 mil- 
lion people unemployed in the 
United States, 

If we are to remain in world 
leadership in competition 
against other nations, how do 
we compare with them in use 
of our greatest single resource, 
which is our human resources? 

While our unemployment 
rate averaged 5.6 percent in

I am deeply concerned that 
there has been no coordinated 
national effort to solve our 
unemployment problem, The 
President has managed to sur 
mount his spending problems 
at least temporarily by crea

Sunday, WVecemoer 3rd, 
opens the Christian year with 
the season of Advent, Advent 
begins on the Sunday nearest 
to November 30th, whith is 
St. Andrew's Day. It is the 
season of preparation for the 
advent or the coming of the 
Messiah, the Redeemer of Man- 
kind, It also reminds us of the 
second advent or coming of 
Christ according to His pro- 
mise in our Bible. For four 
Sundays, we prepare ourselves 
for the coming of the Christ 
child, 

To enable us to better pre- 
pare ourselves spiritually for 
the birthdate of Jesus, I want 
to suggest to you that you and 
your family have an Advent 
Wreath. This can truly be a 
most meaningful observance 
and blessing for your family. 
You can make an Advent Wreath 
with little expense or trouble. 
The things you need to pur- 
chase are a wreath form,three 
purple candles, one rose or 
pink candle and one white can- 
dle. The three purple can- 
dles and the rose candle should 
be affixed to the wreath form 
in order that they stand strai- 
ght. They should be an equal 
distance apart. Between the 
four candles attach your green- 
ery, which can be pine, cedar, 
magnolia leaves or something 
similar. The greenery will 
need changing from ae 
time, The wreath is plac#d 
upon a table and the white 
candle can be put in a little 
candle-holder.and placed in the 
center of the table inside the 
wreath. 

On the first Sunday in Ad- 
vent (December 3rd) gather 
your family around the wreath 
and light one purple candle. 
This signifies the first Sunday 
of the Advent Season. On the 
second Sunday in Advent (Dec- 
ember 10th) light the used can- 
dle and add another purple can- 
dle and on the third Sunday 
(December 17th) all three pur- 
ple candles should be burning. 
Purple is the advent color, On 
the fourth Sunday (December 
24th) light the rose candle along 
with the three purple ones, The 
rose implies that Jesus’ birth- 
day is almost here. OnChrist- 
mas Day, all four candles on 
the wreath should be lighted and 
then the Christ Candle (the 
white one in the center) should 
be lighted in celebration of 
Christ's birth, 

During these twenty-three 
days of preparation use he 
Advent Wreath as a Worship 
center for family devotions. 
Gather your family daily and 
read some verses from the 
Christmas scripture inthe Gos- 
pel of Luke, sing a Christmas 
carol, and have a prayer. :

Revisionist Will Seek To Discredit America , 


The ending of the Vietnam 
War is a bitter blow to Am- 
erican doves whose quest since 
1968 or earlier has been their 
country’s defeat and humilia- 
tion in Indochina.

I believe we can be pre- 
pared for a tidal wave of Viet- 
nam revisionism in this coun- 
try as a therapy for those 
whose offended egos find the 
current developments in Paris 
and Indochina so profoundly un- 
settling. 

One of the ways this re- 
visionism will crop up, as it 
has already, is in the critical 
explanation of the Pentagon Pa- 
pers and criticism of the way 
this and past Administrations 
have handled the war in Viet- 
nam. These revisionists will 
attempt to seek out and lay 
bare supposed American 
wrongdoings and depravity in 
Vietnam 

Another way these revision- 
ists will seek to discredit Am- 
erica will be in their efforts to 
demonstrate that the North 
Vietnamese are kindly farmers 
and that nothing resembling a 


bloodbath ever occurred when 
the North Vietnamese executed 
their bloodthirsty “land re- 
forms” after the French left 
Indochina. 

The same “intellectuals” 
will also attempt to prove that 
the peace arrangements are 
not Communist failure, but sim- 
ply an American attempt to 
cover-up the events in Vietnam. 

The go-for-broke Commu- 
nist offensive will be hailed 
as some kind of victory for the 
Communists because the South 
Vietnamese were able to halt 
the invaders only with Ameri- 
can air support. 


The 1968 TET offensive is 
already being encased in lib- 
eral lies as a resounding vic- 
tory for the Viet Cong. It 
makes no difference that the 
South Vietnamese were able to 


survive that awful slaughter- 


and continue to fight. The re- 
visionists consider TET a de- 
feat for South Vietnam and Am- 
erica. 

Americans might do well to 
remember the words of Vol- 
taire: “History is a pack of 
lies agreed upon.” Before the 
revisionists are through, I be- 
lieve we will unfortunately see 
just how true that statement is.

As the Winter Fire Season 
approaches, the Alabama For- 
estry Commission reminds lo- 
cal residents of the laws by 
which notices of unlawful burn- 
ing will be issued, From the 
issuance of a notice a person 
may be assessed fire suppress- 
ion cost or further court action 
as may be necessary according 
to the situation. Members of 
the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission have the police powers 
for enforcement of these laws 
where they determine action is 
necessary, “ 

The CODE OF ALABAMA, 
Title 8, Section 204 states that 
it is a crime to: 

Willfully set fires to lands 
of another. 

Wantonly or willfully allow 
fires to escape to adjoining 
lands, 

Set, or leave any fire set, 
without taking reasonable pre- 
cautions,
